A clear white standard that matures December 10, following December 
Glory and just preceding Smith’s Late White. It is a very formal, tightly 
incurved flower and possesses excellent substance. The growth habit is 
clean and vigorous with beautiful foliage carried well up to the flower. 
The medium-sized stems are extremely rigid. Its shipping and keeping 
qualities are unequalled by any standard in its season. This variety 
responds well in either raised or ground beds. However, it is especially 
suited to ground bed culture, and attains its largest size and greatest 
commercial value when handled in this manner. By the application of 


electric lights, this variety can easily be delayed for Christmas and later 
flowering.

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PINOCCHIO (Yoder Bros.) 


A glistening white button for early cloth house shading. It responds 
beautifully to black cloth treatment and for this reason we believe it will 
fill the insistent demand for a small white pompon that can be easily 
shaded into late August and early September maturity.
